Ike Gav e Green Light 


Fo r Sales Tax Befo re Talk 


By DREW PEARSON 


W A SH IN G TO N —T here’s been a lot of specu­ 
lation as to w hat General Eisenhower meant by 
the use of that ominous word “ta x ” when in 
Boston he said that “ no sacrifice, no labor, no 
tax, no service” was too hard for us to bear in 
defense of our freedom. 


Lig ht m ay be thrown on this statem ent when 
you know th at a week or ten days ag o Ike g ave 
the g reen lig ht to his iiscal aides to prepare a 
far-reaching national sales tax. 
The details have been carefully g uarded, and 
m ay be subject to chang e, but the present plan 
is to propose to Cong ress an unprecedented “ fed­ 
eral m anufacturers’ excise tax.” 


Treasury experts concluded some weeks ag o 
that such a tax was necessary but were hesi­ 
tant about putting it forw ard in the face of 
ret tain 
hostility 
on 
Capitol 
Hill. 
However, 
Treasury aides fig ure that if the new tax doesn’t 
have to be collected by the retailer every time 
he makes a sale, it won't be q uite .so unpopular 
with the public. 


The Treasury has taken as its model the C ana­ 
dian sales tax w hich exem pts food and a few 
other essentials, but hits almost all other con­ 
sum er products. It will he collected from the 
m anufacturer, not the retailer. 


Ike was told there would be terrifn resent­ 
ment from some g roups in Cong ress at the pro­ 
posal of a national sales tax. but despite this 
he indicated he was ready to take the political 
conseq uences. He has g reat confidence in Secre­ 
tary of the T reasury H um phrey, feels that any­ 
thing he proposes must be sound. 


The above tax discussion took place before 
Cong ressman Dan Reed of New York sounded 
off ag ainst a national sales tax. 
Nevertheless. 
W hite House insiders say the President hasn't 
chang ed his mind. 
Hence the Boston speech 
build-up. 


Note— On April 16 this column published a 
secret report prepared by Carl Byoir, the hig h- 
pow ered publicity mog ul, for Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce Craig Sheaffer, the fountain-pen 
m an now resig ned, proposing a concealed propa­ 
g anda campaig n to put across a national sales 
tax. It proposed using unsuspecting civic org a­ 
nizations, TV prog rams, trade associations, etc , 
to educate public opinion and build up the rig ht 
atm osphere for a sales tax.

Co lo r TV In Do ubt 


The future of color TV is still in doubt. The 
most reliable industry estim ate now is that next 
year 75,000 color television sets will be sold, at 
a cost of $800 each. In three years there should 
be a million and one half color sets in U.S. homes, 
sold at much lower prices. 
These fig ures are advanced by Dr. W. R. G. 
Baker, chairm an of the National Television Sys­ 
tem Committee. The g roup, composed of eng i­ 
neers from the industry, has finally come up 
w ith a color system 
which 
appears to 
have 
everybody’s approval. But it still needs Federal 
Com munications Commission sanction. 
Even w ith almost unanim ous ag reem ent on 
the feasibility of the new system, Baker calls his 
g uess on sales “a horseback estim ate.” 
"And the horse isn’t much g ood,” lie adds. 
You have to buy a new set to g et color pic­ 
tures w ith the new system. And you - an g et 
both black-and-w hite and color reception on it. 
B aker fig ures that it will cost each station about 
$50,000 for the eq uipm ent needed for color pro­ 
g ram transm ission.

and vig ilante-style sq uads of outrag ed citizens 
are patrolling the streets at nig ht. Why? Because 
the area has been so plag ued with prow lers and 
“m ug g ers" that norm al police protection has 
pioved inadeq uate. 


As always, one could m ultiply these reports. 
There are too m any to shrug off complacently. 
Basically, ours may be a healthy, orderly society 
and incidents like these the exception that proves 
the rule. I he trouble is, they are proving the 
rule a little too often these days. 


We have broached this problem before. E x­ 
planations undoubtedly are plentiful, li. m any 
cities, police forces simply have not been ex ­ 
panded to keep pace with urban g rowth, and 
this is most often a m atter of money. 


But the big g er part of the story seems to lie 
in the fact that with every passing day more 
and more undisciplined people, especially young 
people, are crowding American communities. 


U S population today is 160 million. By 1975 
it m ay be 220 million. As it mounts, our civili­ 
zation is tending to become more abrasive. Ten­ 
sions among people are g rowing worse, frustra­ 
tions are fraying the nerves, the scramble for a 
living is becoming more hectic. Inevitably, the 
norm al disciplines of society are h arder to de­ 
velop and maintain. 


Obviously the answ er is not just big g er police 
forces. In spite of all the tensions and conflicts, 
we must find a w ay to train our budding citi­ 
zens so that they discipline themselves. A lot 
of m others and fathers don't like to hear it, but 
the home is the place to start. 


(. ar-sm ashing and fum iure-w recking are not 
larks, but they are relatively m inor explosions. 
Yet, since the causes of these outbursts appear 
to be g rowing , we may be in for far g reater 
trouble if we do not act. Unless we do, the A fri­ 
can w ilds m any in time come to look 
a g ood deal 
safer than the brick and pavem ent jung les in 
our swelling cities.

Mumps Mo st Co ntagio us 


Of All Childho o d Diseases 


By EDWIN P. J ORDAN. M.D. 


M umps is probably the most hig hly contag ious 
of all of the so-called childhood diseases. It 
is caused by a virus which appears to be spread 
with the g reatest of ease to susceptible persons 
and can even be carried by a healthy person 
from one child to another. 


M um ps like the other contag ious diseases is 
more common in children than g rownups and 
when the adults do g et it they wish they had 
had it. while young . It is not pleasant at any ag e. 


it is inconvenient, som ew hat painful, espe­ 
cially when chewing certain foods, and does not 
flatter the appearance. 
It 
is 
not 
completely 
harm less since complications 
in 
the kidneys, 
joints, or brain are not unknown. 
But the most feared complication is w hat is 
spoken of as “g oing dow n”— involvement of the 
sex g lands. This is much m ore common in men 
and does not occur at all before m aturity which 
is an arg um ent tor having the disease early, if 
at all. 


Studies have been m ade on this complication 
In g eneral it seems that it doesn’t occur so 
terribly often, when it does one side only is fre­ 
q uently involved, and m um ps is therefore not 
aften the cause of complete sterility. 
It is curious th at this virus disease should 
have such a liking for the salivary g lands lying 
on the sides of the jaw s: it is also strang e that 
even thoug h it is hig hly contag ious it often a t­ 
tacks the g land on one side only, leaving the 
other one susceptible to infection at some later 
time. 
Sy mpto m* in Eight Day * 
One can expect the first symptoms of m um ps 
about eig ht days after exposure. As is true of 
the other contag ious diseases local q uarantine 
reg ulations vary, but apparently there is little 
dang er of infecting others after the swelling has 
g one down or eig ht days after the appearance of 
the first symptoms. 
M umps is not a disease which every young ster 
has to have thoug h most of us would rather 
have had it out of the way in our own youth 
than g et it when cur children do.
